Orders were received at marine Lead- 


quarters from Washington to extend the 
parole of Dr Nuiiens, Spanish surgeon, 
at Cunip Long, to New York, where he 
has been ordered to thoronghly inspect 
the Miguel Jovar and the Cataluna, two 
Spanish merchant vessels captured at 
the outbreak of hostilities, and by order 
of the courts recently released. This 
inspection is for the purpose of exam- 
ining the .fitness of these boats to act as 
transports for conveying the Spanish 
prisoners coutiued at Camp Long and 
Admiral Cervera and the Spanish officers 
now in custody at the Annapolis Naval 
academy. Dr. Nuneas will meet Oapt. 
Eulate in New York and will begin a 
thorough inspection as to the sanitary 
arrangements of these vessels. 
When 


the examination is concluded, the 
offi- 


cers will report their findings to the 
proper officials, who, in turn, will ar- 
range for the transports to proceed to 
Annapolis to receive the officers there 
and thence to Portsmouth for a similar 
duty, it will probably be a week bpfore 
the final preparations can be made.
